THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Temple in the County of 
Hillsborough in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Temple on Tuesday, the Eleventh day of March, next, at 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To cast your ballot for the election of delegates-at-large, 
alternate delegates-at-large, delegates and alternate delegates, to the 
National Conventions of the various political parties to be held to 
nominate party candidates for President and Vice-President of the 
United States. 


2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


3. To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
salaries of Town officials. 


4. To raise and appropriate the sum of $52.07 to cover the 
deficit of the past fiscal year. 


5. ‘To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations for the 
same. 


6. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the maintenance of highways and bridges. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept State aid for the 
improvement of Class V roads and raise and appropriate the sum of 
$529.07, the State to contribute the sum of $3,527.12. 


8. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for snow removal. 


9. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the purchase of calcium chloride for use on Class V 
roads. 


10. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the purchase of snow fence. 


11. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for snow removal equipment, or take any other action 
thereto. 
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12. Tosee what action the Town wishes to take in regard to the 
Tyler Hill road and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


13. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for old age assistance. 


14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the library. 


15. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Memorial Day, said sum to be handled under the 
auspices of the Legion. 


16. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $49.00 (1/100th of 1% of the valuation of the Town) for 
the Monadnock Region Association of Southern New Hampshire 
for issuance and distribution of printed matter, newspaper and 
magazine advertising, and by other means calling attention to the 
resources and natural advantages of the Town, in cooperation with 
the other thirty-seven towns of the Monadnock Region. 


17. To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the support of the Temple Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment, said sum to be turned over to the Treasurer of the Department. 


18. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the installation of new water pipe or take any other 
action thereto. 


19. ‘To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to a 
Town Dump and raise and appropriate money for the same. 


20. ‘To see what sum of money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for Civil Defense. 


21. ‘To see if the Town will vote to accept the generous gift by 
Miss Marion Hill of the Ball Park. 


22. ‘To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
the trees around the Common and raise and appropriate money for 
the same. 


23. To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
the games of Beano in said Town. 


24. To see what action the Town wishes to take in regard to 
the following unexpended balances of special appropriations: Sharon 
Line—$200.00, Ivy Eradication—$54.90, Hall Chairs—$100.00. 


25. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes not exceeding the sum of 


$20,000.00.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT 


It is indeed encouraging to report that the circulation of chil- 
dren’s books increased to 795 this past year, despite the month’s clos- 
ing while Memorial Hall was being arranged. Two factors contri- 
buted substantially to this gain. First, the new location for Juvenile 
books gives the children easy access to the shelves, and permits more 
attractive arrangement of new books. Second, the teachers borrow 
many books for a period of six or eight weeks which are left at the 
school for the convenience of bus pupils. These selections are made 
to correlate with school subjects being studied. 

Perhaps it indicates a more serious outlook on life, but the cir- 
culation of non-fiction was 443, in contrast to 256 fiction books. The 
State Library has sent us many books—all non-fiction—requested 
by townspeople. They are not included in this count. 

One hundred and thirty seven books were added to the Library 
in 1951; forty-three were purchased with funds appropriated by the 
town—the remaining ninety-four were gifts. Of these books one 
hundred and one are for adult readers; the other thirty-six for 
Juveniles. 

The Bookmobile comes every eight weeks and leaves a selection 
of 60 books for all ages. It has become a custom for the children to 
come from school to help in the choice of books. Adults are wel- 
come also, as new non-fiction is again circulated. 

During the year the trustees have held many interesting and 
constructive meetings. Miss Pratt, Ass’t State Librarian, came to 
visit with them and to discuss book selection and discarding. A 
Neighborhood Library Meeting at Milford presented Book Reviews, 
an inspiring talk on Occupational Therapy and one on State Library 
Service. 

There have been many out-of-town visitors to the Library. 
They are impressed with Memorial Hall and the excellent collection 
of books we have for circulation. Among the visitors have been 
librarians from Littleton, Mass. and Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The increased comfort from the new heating system is notice- 
able in the number of townspeople browsing among the books and 
magazines on Saturday evenings. 

The Library belongs to all of us—Old and Young alike. This 
past year has proven that the addition is a Living Memorial to our 
Veterans.

6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Committees, or 
Officers chosen, and pass any vote relating thereto. 


7. To choose Agents, Auditors and Committees in relation 
to any subject embraced in this warrant. 


8. To see if the school district will vote to adopt a plan for 
extending to employees of the school district the benefits of title II 
of the Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age and Survivor’s Insur- 
ance) as authorized by Chapter 234 of the Laws of 1951. 


9. If the foregoing article is adopted to see if the school 
district will authorize the School Board to execute on behalf of the 
school district the necessary agreement with the State of New 
Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and to see if the school 
district will designate the School District Treasurer as the officer 
to be responsible for the administration of the plan. 
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10. ‘To see what sum of money the district will raise and ap- 
propriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of school district 
officials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations 
of the district, and to authorize the application against said appro- 
priation of such sums as are estimated to be received from the state 
equalization fund together with other income; the school board to 
certify to the selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the town. 


11. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before the meeting.

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of ‘Temple: 


I respectfully submit my fifth annual report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Instruction 


I am pleased to report that high standards of instruction are 
being maintained in your school under the capable direction of 
Miss Helen Stone, Mrs. Lucy Carter and Miss Ethelyn Edwards. 
Methods of instruction are being kept up to date with emphasis 
being placed upon the individual learning abilities of each child. 


The Guidance Program initiated last year, provides each child 
with a folder in which a record of his achievement test results, dif- 
ficulties, etc. are kept. These records reveal the mental and physical 
growth of each child and directs the teaching activities in the path 
which will be most profiitable to the child. 


A complete testing program is given to all pupils in grades one 
through eight. In grade one each child receives a Metropolitan 
Reading Readiness Test which measures the maturity of the indi- 
vidual and reveals to the teacher the probable groupings necessary 
to carry on efficient instruction. They also are given the S. R. A. 
Primary Mental Abilities Test which indicates the innate ability of 
the child to succeed in school work. These tests are given also to 
grades three, six and eight. All grades are given a Metropolitan 
Achievement Test in May. An analysis of the results of these tests 
reveals to the teachers the strengths and weaknesses of individuals 
and also of the educational program. Throughout the year stand- 
ardized tests in reading are given as the pupils complete various 
phases of the reading program. Of particular importance are the 
Weekly Reader Tests given in October, January, and May. These 
measure the growth in reading ability in these periods. All results 
are recorded on a Cumulative Record Card which accompanies 
the pupil as he moves from grade to grade. 


We are continuing the use of audio-visual aids to stimulate 
learning. In addition to the sound-film projector that was pur- 
chased two years ago through the cooperative efforts of parents, 
teachers, children, and local groups, we have procured a film-strip 
projector. This projector and a film-strip library were purchased 
from funds received by the children from the School District for 
services rendered in maintaining the building and providing janitor 
service. 
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All teachers in Supervisory Union #63 attended a two-day 
Workshop in Wilton, New Hampshire. The theme of the Workshop 
was “Improving the Techniques of Teaching with Audio-Visual 
Aids”. ‘These aids train the child to learn by seeing, listening, 
speaking and doing. Experience has shown that they are an in- 
valuable aid to the child who has a reading difficulty. 


Much emphasis is being placed in your school program on 
building good citizenship. The children are taught to assume re- 
sponsibility through such activities as maintaining a neat, attractive 
school plant, club activities, and assisting in the school lunch pro- 
gram. 


School Lunch Program 


We are indeed fortunate in again having the services of Mrs. 
Dorothea Leighton as school lunch manager, assisted by Mrs. Lillian 
Maynard. Despite the fact that foods previously obtained from 
government surplus have been decidedly curtailed this year, ex- 
cellent meals are being served. ‘Two factors are responsible for this, 
the first being that of economical management and the second the 
very fine assistance given by interested individuals and groups who 
have donated food items from time to time. . 

The activity room has been transformed into a lunch room. 
Tables and benches have been constructed which provide adequate 
seating facilities for this program. Additional work space has been 
provided thus making the task of preparing the meals and the 
washing of the utensils much easier.

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Health Supervision 


The health program continues to function very well under the 
supervision of Miss Sybil Beatham, R. N. of Mason and Dr. Claire 
Cayward of New Ipswich. Every child receives a physical examina- 
tion, a vision test, and an auditory test each year in addition to the 
monthly check-up by the school nurse. Parents are informed when 
any irregularities exist and they have been most cooperative. Cer- 
tain communicable diseases are difficult to control once they get 
started. Every effort is made to obtain professional advice to guide 
the actions of the school officials. For details of the work of the 
school nurse, I refer you to the School Nurse Report. 


Cooperative School Study 


There is little to report on this subject with the exception that 
representatives from your School Board, citizenry and your Super- 
intendent have attended numerous meetings at Peterborough, 
studying the feasibility of such a project, along with other school 
boards in the area. No definite conclusions have been reached. 
Census studies of the Temple School population indicate that 
Temple must still look to the problem of eventual over-crowding 
in the present plant. The following figures are based on 1951 school 
census studies.

According to present recommendations for pupil load per 
classroom the size of ours, we should not have more than twenty-five 
pupils to a room. 


In connection with the Cooperative School Study, the Temple 
School Board cooperated with Mr. Paul Reason, a graduate student 
at Harvard University, in sampling the opinion of the Temple 
people on various questions pertaining to this problem. This study 
was conducted during the past summer. Some of the results are 
quite interesting and are reported here for your consideration. 
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A random sample of the legal voters in Temple was selected 
in the following manner. It was decided to use a sample of about 
75 people in the study. A list of the legal voters in the district was 
obtained and the names arranged alphabetically. There were 224 
names on the list. A random starting point was selected by choosing 
the first three names on the list and drawing one by chance. Taking 
this name as a starting point, every third person on the check list 
was selected for interview. The number in the sample was 74. 


The number of usable questionnaires obtained from this sample 
was 51 or 68.9 percent. Of the 23 people not included, it was im- 
possible to contact 16 for various reasons including, illness, living 
elsewhere but maintaining voting residence in Temple, vacations, 
etc. It was possible to contact the remaining seven. Of these seven, 
four stated that they had no children in school, didn’t participate in 
school affairs, but would go along with the majority; two stated 
they had no children in school, didn’t participate in school affairs, 
but thought “we are all right as we are;” one didn’t participate in 
school affairs and “just didn’t want to talk about it”. 


Some conclusions that may be drawn from the survey are: 


1. Approximately 68.6 percent of the legal voters in Temple 
held a favorable general attitude toward cooperative school 
district formation. 


2. Approximately 5.9 percent held a neutral general attitude 
toward cooperative school district formation. 


3. Approximately 25.5 percent held an unfavorable general 
attitude toward cooperative school district formation. 


4. Cooperative school formation including grades 7 and 8 is 
more desirable than for grades 1 through 6. 


As more information is obtained and disseminated on this subject 
the results may vary some or widely from the foregoing conclusions. 


Finance 


An analysis of the Budget reveals that the total amount re- 
quired to meet the School Board’s Budget has increased $638.33. 
The largest single increase was in the tuition item, this being 
$775.00. Certain decreases were effected which resulted in the net 
increase being the figure quoted above. Tuition assessments per 
pupil in the receiving districts will be as follows for the year 1952- 
53; Peterborough $270; Appleton Academy $250; Wilton $225. 
The average cost per pupil, for tuition purposes in New Hampshire 
high schools for the year 1950-51 was $271.75. This is the limit set 
by statute which a receiving district may assess the sending district. 
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State Aid 


According to the present State Aid formula Temple is not 
eligible to receive any state aid. This situation will continue to 
exist until such time as the State Aid Formula is re-written, the 
number of pupils increase, or the adjusted valuation decreases. 


Conclusion 


I wish to express my appreciation for the fine cooperation and 
assistance which the parents, citizens and Temple School Board 
have extended to me and the school staff this past year. Working 
together we shall endeavor to provide the quality of education 
that you desire.

I made fourteen visits to the Temple Grammar School during 
1951. Assisting Dr. Cayward in the physical examination of the 
children, I sent reports to the parents and prepared the Health 
Records. 


The pupils were weighed and measured twice during the year. 
Comparison of the resulting figures showed a satisfactory gain for 
the greater number of the children. 


Examination of eyes by means of the Snellon chart revealed 
that one child had no vision in one eye, while two other children 
also had some loss of vision. All those have had glasses prescribed 
by their doctors. 


There was very little communicable diseases except colds 
during the early fall. In December the pupils were exposed to 
measles and many cases have developed. 


Personal cleanliness as a means of preventing disease has been 
stressed throughout the year. |
